6.—“There will neither 
be a ru ptu re o f the nego tiatio ns no r a 
resu mptio n o f the war as the resu lt o f 
the sessio n o f the peace delegates 
this afterno o n. 
The campaign no w is 
ended. 
The main lines o f the peace 
treaty hav e already been drawn and 
the details will be filled in so o n.

the w^ar fo r the sake o f Adriano ple.” 
Thu s writes a co mmentato r who has 
fo llo wed the Balkan situ atio n clo sely 
and pro bably kno ws mo re abo u t the 
do ings o f the plenipo tentiaries than 
any o f the o ther writers. 
The co mmentato r predicts that at 
the sessio n this afterno o n the Otto ­ 
man delegates will giv e a detailed re­ 
ply to the u ltimatu m o f the allies. 
In regard to Adriano ple the writer 
is still co nv inced that the Tu rks will 
nev er y ield, bu t will o ffer a new fro n­ 
tier fu rther to the east o f the fo rmer 
pro po sal. 
Osman Nizami Pasha, the Tu rkish 
ambassado r at Berlin, who is o ne o f 
tho peace delegates o f the po rte,-sho ws 
u nco ncealed resentment to the atti­ 
tu de o f the po wers in regard to the 
u ltimatu m o f the Balkan allies. They 
so lemnly pro mised befo re the war. he 
say s, that 110 matter what happened 
they wo u ld permit no change in the 
statu s quo . 
Nev ertheless, witho u t an­ 
no u ncing any change o f po licy , they 
are backing the demands o f the allies. 
“By all the ru les o f fair co ndu ct,” 
co ntinu ed Osman Nizami, “the po wers 
sho u ld make representatio ns to the 
allies to bring them into a mo re co n­ 
ciliato ry mo o d. 
“if the ]lo wers are go ing to driv e 
Tu rkey to her end she will die game. 
We canno t and will no t su rrender 
Adriano ple. 
If the allies by their u n­ 
reaso nable demands o blige u s to re 
Bume the w-ar. the entire respo nsibility 
fo r fu rther blo o dshed and the o ther 
co nsequ ences Will rest with them.”

Mail. 
The Daily Mail's correspondent says: 
‘Nineteen hundred and twelve will 
go down iu history as the worst year 
for trade experienced iu the memory 
of the oldest subject of the aged Em­ 
peror Francis Joseph. 
Up to within 


41 week of Christmas the fear of war 
haunted people's minds and slammed 
the door in the face of the Christmas 
spirit. 
“There is hardly a family iu Vienna 
which has not had one of its members 
or at least its friends called to the col­ 
ors and sent to spend a lonely Christ­ 
mas in the snows of Galicia or on the 
bleak banks of the Danube. 
“Thousands of people suffered stag­ 
gering losses from the series of panics 
and the steady fall of nearly every se­ 
curity on the boerse. They bad to real­ 
ize on their stocks to meet their liabili­ 
ties. 
“There was no money about at the 
black Christroastide. People are hoard 
ing up ready money and refusing papet 
currency, and gold is now practically 
not seen at all. 


T he a t e r s N e a r B a n k ru pt c y. 
“The theaters are half empty. 
For 
an admirable performance of Strauss’ 
’Rosenkavalier’ the Royal Opera the 
other evening was about an eighth till­ 
ed. 
The leading music hall here is al­ 
ready in financial difficulties, havinp 
been brought to the verge of ruin by 
the present state of business. 
“The Christmas season was ruined. 
Instead of engaging extra hands to 
cope with the Christmas rush, the mil­ 
liners and dressmakers were forced 
this year to reduce their staffs. 
One 
large firm sent away no fewer than 
140 employees. 
The books of a lead 
ing dressmaking establishment show 
that the receipts for the week ended 
Dec. 14 amounted to $290 compared

C o n t r a s t s Old and New W orld In C lev­ 
er Dialogue Based on Tour. 


The literary sensation in Paris is the 
publication of a philosophical novel on 
America by Guglielmo Ferrero, the 
first installment of which appears iu 
the Revue des Deux Mondes. 
The 
work, which is entitled “Entre Les 
Deux Mondes.” is the first of its kind 
ever attempted 
by 
Signor 
Ferrero, 
whose literary activities have hitherto 
been confined to historical writings. 
Interest in the new book therefore is 
extremely keen, especially as it is writ­ 
ten throughout in dialogue form, ad­ 
mittedly the most difficult style to 
adopt for a work of such scope. 
The 
idea first occurred to Signor Ferrero 
when he returned from Bueuos Aires 
after a lecturing tour iu 1900. 
At din­ 
ner on the boat the discussion turned 
on the civilization of the new world as 
compared with that of the old. 
Signor 
Ferrero’s wife, who is very conserva­ 
tive. took up the cudgels on behalf of 
the civilization of the old world, and 
the conversation became keen and ani­ 
mated. 
Signor Ferrero was struck with the 
possibilities of a book in which would 
be opposed the two conceptions of life, 
that which until the French revolution 
dominated the world and that which 
for the past century had tended to take 
its place and which finds the highest 
expression iu the United States. 
He 
also felt that the best manner of illus­ 
trating the two conceptions would be 
in tbe form of an after dinner dialogue 
on shipboard. 
One of the characters in tbe book is 
drawn from real life. 
He is an engi­ 
neer who after making a fortune in 
Argentina returned to Europe at the 
age of forty-five to devote himself to 
the refinements of the old world. 
“He was a well balanced, refined 
character, independent, noble and sa­ 
gacious,” savs Signor Ferrero. 
"His 
influence on me was very great. 
I’ve 
made him the center of the discussion 
on board ship, and he it is who sums 
up at the end.” 
Signor Ferrero began the work on his 
return from the United States in 1909, 
when he paid a visit at President 
Roosevelt’s invitation, but the difficul­ 
ties be found in representing living per 
sons in philosophical form and in keep 
ing the discussion vivacious retarded 
its completion.

Baltimore. Jan. 6 .—It was learned 
when the revenue cutter Apache, Cap­ 
tain Carmine, reached the disabled 
steam er Indrak uala, beached on Dia 
mond m arsh in Tangier sound, that 
five more of the crew of the Julia 
Luck enbach had been saved. 
These 
had been pick ed up by the boats of 
the Indrak uala after the collision. Six 
were pick ed up altogether, but one 
died from the shock and ex posure. 
This leaves the num ber of lost at four­ 
teen. 
According to the log of the Indrak u 
a la . the collision was due to the fog 
and the gale. 
He reported that the 
lifeboats were at once lowered and 
pick ed up all the men of the Luck en­ 
bach he could find. 
When he discov 
ered that his own boat was badly! 
stove in and in danger of sink ing, he ! 
made for the beach, sending distress ' 
signals to the Pennsylvania, which j 
then took off the balance of the sur » 
vivors. 
The Luck enbach, from Port Tampa 
to Baltimore, was about to anchor at 
the mouth of the Potomac when the 
j 
Indrak uala caught her and cut her 
practically in two. 
She went down 
1 
lik e a rock and only the men on deck j 
had a chance for life. 
The Indrak u j 
ala, badly damaged and in danger 
01 > 
sink ing, drew off and beached to save) 
herself. 
Captain Gilbert of the Luck enbach 
and his wife were lost. 
The survivors 
had little more than climbed to th< 
topmost parts of the rigging of the 
submerged bulk w hen a sweeping gale 
passed over the bay. and for six hours 
they fought for life while some oi 
their number, ex hausted, dropped oil 
one by one to death.

of a parcel post on 230,000 miles of rail­ 
way. not to mention rural routes, star 
routes and steamship lines with only 
five months of preparation and an in­ 
significant initial appropriation of only 
$750,000. 
F or purposes of comparisons some 
facts and figures on the British parcel 
post obtained through the courtesy of 
W. C. C. Kirk wood, in charge of the 
railway mail service of Great Britain, 
may be of interest to Americans. 
It was in 1882 tha t England through 
a n act of parliament first began to re­ 
ceive the benefits of a parcel post sys 
tem. 
This came about as the result of 
a postal conference held in Paris in 
18S0, but it was not until 1883 that the 
inland and international parcel post 
were link ed together.
